AN INTERESTING CASE.

AN INCREASE OF CAPITAL. 


CONTROL BEING TRANSFERRED 
TO CAIRO. 


An extraordinary general meeting of the 
Egyptian Delta Landand Investment Company, 
Ltd. was held on Tuesday the 16th inst., at 
Winchester House, Old Broad-street, EC, Sir 
Auckland Colvin, K.C.S.I., K.C.M.G., CIE. 
(the Chairman of the company), presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. F.J. Horne) having read 
the notice convening the meeting, 

The Chairman said : Gentlemen,»-When we 
met on the 19th July last year certain altera- 
tions in the memorandum and articles of asso- 
ciation of our company were put before you for 
your consideration and approval, and were sub- 
sequently passed and confirmed at the general 
meeting held in August. At that time there 
was a proposal before our company to amalga- 
mate with the Egyptian Land and General 
Trust Company, and in order to carry that 
proposal into effect we were informed by our 
legal advisers that it would be necessary to 
alter the terms of our memorandum of associa- 
tion so as to extend the area of our operations, 
was at that time limited to the Delta. 
aware, the proposal to acquire the 
Land and General Trust Company 

‘through, but though the same actual 
necessity did not exist, it was still deemed 
desirable to proceed with the alteration to the 
memorandum, and vn application was doly 
made to the Courts to obtain their approval to 
such proposed alteration The order of the 
Court, which reached us in January of this 
year, was to the effect that before any change 
in- the memorandum of association could be 
sanctioned the name of the Delta Land Com- 
pany must be altered Meanwhile, the rail- 
way company had sold their shares in 
the land company, as not being authorised 
to hold shares in another company having 
such extended objects, and so much of the 
articles of the Delta Land Company as provided 
for the participation of the Delta Light Rail- 
ways on their Board; and in their affairs, had 
been cancelled, and in pursuance of the revi- 
sion of the articles sanctioned by you, th 
land company became an entirely independ 
body, and its connection with the railway com- 
pany was put an end to. On learning the order 
of the Court, it was ascertained by me, being 
at that time in Egypt, that most of the share- 
holders of the land company, a large majority 
of the shares of which are held in Egypt, were 
entirely adverse to the change of name of our 
company, believing that it would be injurions 
to its credit and stability. As the proposal 
for the acquisition of the Egyptian Land and 
General Trust Company had fallen through, 
the more urgent necessity of altering the 
memorandum of association no longer existed 
(the company proposing mainly to confine its 
operations in future to thé neighbourhood of 
Cairo), and I was urged to take no further 
action in the application before the Court ; at 
the same time it was intimated to me that, in 
view of the changed circumstances, it was, as 
far as could be ascertained, the unanimot 
desire of the shareholders of the land compgdly 
in Egypt to revert to the status quo ante, and 
to re-establish the connection which had existed 
between it and the Egyptian Delta Light Rail- 
ways prior to the negotiations which led up to 
the meeting of 20th July. I am, as yon are 
probably aware, also the Chairman of the 
Egyptian Delta Light Railways, and I ascer- 
tained that the wishes of the shareholders of 
the land company coincided. with that of the 
Egyptian section ot the Board of the railways, 
and subsequently, on my return to England, 
the assent of the London section of the railway 
Board was accorded to the proposed reversion 
to the former connection between the two 


compames. 
CQNSTITUTION OF THE BOARD. 


You are probably aware that by the original 
articles of association of the land company, to 
which it is now proposed to revert, four of the 
seven members of the Board of the land com- 
pany must be directors of the Egyptian Delta 
Light Railways, should they be willing to take 
their seats on the Land Board. Now the whole 
business of the land company is of an excep- 
tional natare. It is concerned solely ‘with local 
transactions in the purchase of lagd and build- 
ings in Egypt, of the meritsof which the 
London section of the Railways Board is neces- 
sarily, to a great extent, imperfectly informed. 
It needs no such expert advice or technical assist- 
ance in London as is required, for example, by 
such an enterprise as a railway or a steamship 
service. So long as the two companies were 
associated, constant references between the 
members of the land company in Cairo and the 
London directors of the railways, sitting on the 
Land Board, have nevertheless been found nec- 
essary, and the London members were put toa 
disadvantage by their want of i intimate acquaint- 
ance with the conditions existing i in Egypt and 
consequently with the merits of the policy as 
of the several propositions from time to time 
put before them. Considerable delay has been 
thus cansed, and the affairs of your company 
necessgrily suffered ; the more so that, as you 
are aware, great competition exists in Egypt in 
regard to the purchase.of land and buildings, 
and decisions have often to be taken at brief 
notice, or valuable properties may be lost. 
When, therefore, the question of re-association 
between the Boards of the two companies came 
before the Railways Board, it was unanimously 
agreed that it would be more in the interests 
of the land company, as of the railways, which 
holds 4 considerable number of shares in the 
land company, that the representatives of the 


as 


railways on the Land Board shonld be members 
of the Egyptian section of the Delta Light 
Railways Board and not of the London section 
of the Board. The Egyptian members of the 
Railways Board have every means of adequate- 
ly informing themselves of the several propo- 
sals put before the Land’ Board, and, unlike 
the London members of the Railway Board on 
the Land Board, are as cognisant of the merits 
of the various questions from time to time sub- 
mitted to them as are the members in Egypt of 
the Land Board themselves. By a parity of 
reasoning it is evident that in the interests of 
the land company, the members of the Land 
Board should also be resident in Eyypt. If, 
then, members of the Land Board, whether 
they were members sitting as delegates for the 
railways or members of the Land Board proper, 
were to meet in future in Cairo, it followed 
that it would be necessary for the conduct ot 
that business that all future meetings, of what- 
ever kind, should be held in Cairo, and that 


the business of the land company should be’ 


transferred to Egypt, the company remaining 
meanwhile a British company, having in Lon- 
don the registered office and a secretary, but 
in all other respects transacting its business in 
Cairo, and notin London. There was the less 
objection to this course being pursued, in 
that the Delta Land Company has no deben- 
ture debt in London, and there could, there- 
fore, be no objection anticipated on behalf 
of debenture holders, who otherwise might 
justly have regarded transfer of control 
to Egypt as an infringement of the con- 
ditions in which they had placed their funds 
at the disposal of the company. Resolutions 
one and two are drawn with a view to revert- 
ing to the old connection between the land 
company and the railway company. Resolution 
number three is with a view to transferring 
the management and direction of the business 
of the company to Egypt. This is all I have 
to say with regard to this branch of the subject. 


You will understand, I think, from what I}; 


have said that the links between the two 
companies which were severed in July last 
will now, with your approval, be reconstituted; 
that the Delta Light Railways will, as before, 
continue to have four seats, should it wish to 
claim them, on the Delta Land Board,\but 
that the Land Board so reconstituted

Both properties 
are known as the Meadi properties. The object 
of the company is to round off the whole of 
thuse two properties and to convert them into 
residential properties, in the belief that such 
sites will be largely in demand by residents in 
Cairo and that the sale of the several lots 
which have been and are being already divided 
will be of considerable value to the company. 
Some progress has already been made in the 
sale of sites on’ the Meadi land previously 
aeqmred by the company and negotiations are 
now Ping with a group who own the balance 
of land above referred to for acquiring their 
property It may be of interest to you to know 
that when I was recently in Egypt I inquired 
personally into the merits of the’ project’ to 
which I refer and satisfied myself that, so 
far as can be ascertained, in the present con- 
dition of affairs “in Egypt, where much 
building and land speculation is rife, the 
Meadi property, which is situated on the 
Light Railways, a few miles from Cairo, on the 
line of railway to Helouan, fulfils the con- 
ditions which are necessary to make it a popular 
suborb of Cairo. I understand that a very 
competent general manager has been appoint- 
ed by the land company since I was there to 
carty ont without delay the measures necessary 
to hasten the development of the Meadi prop- 


erty and that members of the Land Board asf. 


about to be constituted are sanguine that the 
enterprise will be very successful and are pre- 
pared to devote to it the care and energy 
which characterise them. You will gather 
from what I have said that, in common with 
the other London members of the Land Board, 
as reconstituted in July last, I must neces- 
sarily tendér my resignation so soon ag you 
have given your sanction to the proposals now 
put before He and a confirmatory meeting has 
been held to ratify them. 


THE PROPOSAL STATED BRIEFLY. 
Let me repeat in a few words the substance 
of what I have said. My colleagues and I, in 
agreeing to put the matter before a general 
meeting in London, have been largely guided 


by the fact that the majority of the capital} 


invested in this company has been subscribed 
in Egypt : that there is no debenture debt 
held in London : that by far the greater part 
of the shareholders are resident in . Egypt ; 
that the presence of directors of the light faik 
ways on the Land Board will strengthen your 
Board ; and that tocarry out the enterprise of 
the peculiarly local and limited nature of the 
Egyptian Land Company in the conditions 
which are necessary to success the best means 
of seeuring the local knowledge and ananimity 
which-are necessary to that end, will, in our 
opinion, befound in the creation of a single 
Board, sitting in Cairo, constituted in the 
mannet which ] have explained to yon. Before 
putting the resolutions to the meeting I shall 
be glad to answer any questions you may wish 
to putto me or to give you any further in- 
formation in my power.
